ed to banana-growing must rapidly 
increase. This can be easily dono, 
for the areas suitable have as yet 
only been touched. improved refrig- 
eration and quick steam service will 
continue to widen the area in which 
the product can be marketed, and be 
sides its present use as a fruit, it 
will be used as it now is i’ the trop- 
ics where it is bolled green as a veg- 
etable, and manufactured Into a con- 
fection known as banana figs. The 
development of the banana flour in- 
dustr. also promses to open a mark- 
et for the product of areas too dis: | 
tant to profit by the demand for fresh 
fruit, just as the perfection of the 
manufacture of copra, the dried meat 
of the cocoanut has opened up a nev 
industry reaching to the farthest is-} 
lands of the Pacific. 

The increased production of the 
banana {in its natural state, and the 
diversification of its uses promise to 
introduce a new and hitherto neglect- 
ed factor in our good supply. If pre- 
sent development continues, {ft will 
raise the Caribbean region from its 
dependence on foreign markets for 
food to one of the regions from which 
an impofttant part of the world’s food 
supply will be drawn. ‘The wheat 
flelds of the Dakotas and Manitoba 
will meet as one of their competitors 
in feeding the world, the banana 
plantations of the American Mediter- 
ranean, An immediate consequence 
of. the development of the direct trade 
With Europe. now just beginning fs to 
threaten the supremacy of the Unit- 
ed States In some of the Central 
American markets. People buy thelr 
goods, other things being equal, in 
the countries whero their own pro- 
ducts find thelr best sale. If {mprov- 
ed transportation facilities for the ba- 
nana trade develop between the Car- 
ibbean and European ports, it 1s but 
natural that European imanufactured 
goods will be carried on the return 
voyage.

THE MAYAN BAT GOD. 


Strange Relics Found tn Sacred Cave 
of Mountain Wilderness. 

Situated far within the Honduran 
mountains of Central America, upon 
an arroyo on the headwaters of a 
small stream flowing into the Rio 
Chamelican unc 2 miles from the 
things of the ancient city of Naco, 
there has heen discovered a cave in 


which many relics of a prehistoric 
people were found. Thick growths 
Jof tropical — vezetation, rushing 
streams, steep mountains and beds of 


quicksand miuke the approach to this 
wonder-spot extremely difficult, yet 
it has been visited by explorers and 
the strange contents of the cave 
brought forth for inspection. The 
entrance is 40 feet wide and its depth 
is 56 feet. 

Hundreds of copper bells, the larg- 
est nearly three inches in diameter, 
not only surprising in design but 
wonderful in workmanship, are 
among the chief features of the dis- 


live iu a nearby stream. Several ob- 
jects of religious and ceremonial na- 
ture were found. One of these is a 
large, life-size mask of white cedar, 


covered with mosaics of turquoise. 
The | ifferent settings for the eyes, 
nose and crown evidently dropped 


out years before the discovery. 

The explorers found one idol eight 
inches high, carved out of ebony and 
containing two faces, one above the 
other. <A tiger head was carved on 
its back. Another face they found 
is curved out of hard, white stone. 
Tt is evident that this cave was used 
solely for religious purposes by a 
people well versed in the working of 
metal and the eutting of stone, ae- | 
complishments which are developed | 
by a nation only when 
wants of nan have been satisfied.

A concentrated solution 
of tobacco fs said to be goc « for dan- 
druff, ringworm, etc, The tobacco has 
been used to destroy parasites {pn vine- 
yards and orchards, and as a skin dis- 
eases for cattle, and the actual antl- 
septic value of tobacco with regard to 
both vetebrates and inferlor creatures, 
has been amply demonstrated. 

Tobacco smoke serv-s to retard cr 
arrest the developnient of certain 
pathological bacteria, which soon die 
in the tiny cage in which they are 
placed if a puff of tobacco smoke be 
Injected therein. It seems to act up- 
on them as an anasthetic. exactly as 
do the vapors of ether and _ chloro- 
form. 

An Itallan physiologist, claims to 
have proved that smoking not only in- 
creases the flow of the sallva (which 
probably explains the uneasiness of 
smokers after eating until they are 
able to indulge in a pipe or cigar) but 
also sterilizes it. He also declares 
that tobacco never causes inflamma- 
tion of the mouth and toncue. His 
conclusions were brilliantly confirmed 
by the experiments of Prof. Wencke 
of the Imperial Institute of Berlin dur- 
ing the recent epidemic of cholera at 
Hamburg .

simple means. Sometimes the flow 
of tears washes them out, At other 
times catching the upper lid by the 
lashes and pulling it away frem the 
eyeball, and down over the lower lid, 
then letting it go, so that —s it recedes 
{ts under surface is swept by the edge 
of the lower lid, will clear it out. 
this does not prove successful, a loop 
made of hor: hair or of a long hu 
man hair can be passed under the lid 
and swept from the outer side to 
wards the nose and drawn down.

Haedson Bay Oompany First Worked 
the Mines. 

The Httle town of Nanaimo, which 
has been the storm centre of labor trou- 
bles in British Oolumbia, lies on the 
east eoast of Vancouver Island, about 
70 miles by water from Victoria, the 
bos Der city of the Province. 

¢ is unlike any ether town or city 
ia the Dominion im physical appear- 
ance. The streets sre natrow, ard 

end turn up hill and down hin— 

it for all the world a model of a 

orth country mining town, dumped 

down in this beautiful Spot on the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The population {is nine-tenths old 
eountry stock from the North of Eng- 
land, big, husky miners, whose fathers 
were miners before them. 

The mines were worked by the Hud- 
son Bay Oo, in the old days, and their 
eld, round, whitewashed bastron still 


stands on Front Street, overlooking 
the Bay. 
The Hudson Bay Co. worked the 


mines with Indian labor for the most 

art, and in a very crude manner, for 
jome years, using the product for do- 
mestic purposes. 

An English company purchased the 
mines and brought cut a large body 
of English minérs from Northumber- 
land and Durham. 

The Nanaimo coalfield area covers 
@ space of about twenty square miler, 
the main workings being along the 
shorn of the Gulf of Georgia, the body 
of water which divides Vancouver 
Island from the mainland. 

Some of these workings run far out 
under the Pacific Ocean, and the lower 
levels go to a great depth, but they 
are remarkably free from coal gas, 
which is generally so prevalent in coal 
mines of this description. The old 
town of Nanaimo itself is honeycomb- 
ed with tunnel shafts and old disused 
workings, and an occasional subsi- 
dence occurs to remind the inhabi- 
tants of the dangers amongst which 


Mas live. 

hey are a sturdy bunch of men 
these North country miners or ‘‘Geor- 
dies,’’ as they are known locally, 
expert in the handling of dynamite, 
with which explosive they have been 
familiar since first entering the mine 
as pit-boys. The United Mine Workers 
of America, a powerful miners’ organi- 
gation from the other gide of the line, 
are blamed for much of the present 
trouble. 

Most of the mines in the town of 
Nanaimo itself are owned and con- 
trolled by a large San Francisco cor- 
poration. The Western Fuel Company, 
who purchased from the English Com- 
pany at a very low figure, and have 
since taken out an immense quantity 
of the ‘‘black dinmond,’’ and from 
which they have reaped some huge 

rofits. Soft coal on the Pacific coast 
is as dear as hard coal ‘1 Toronto, de- 
spite the fact that it is there for the 
digging. 

If there is one man who can com: 
mand the miners’ attention and re- 
spect it is their late member for the 
Legislature, Jimmy Hawthornethwaite, 
who in past years gained a wonderful 
ascendency over them, anid whose de- 
parture from their midst they have 
never since ceased to mourn, 

They are no ‘‘respecters of persons’? 
these miners, and the provincial pre- 
mier, Sir Richard McBride, has under: 

one many a severe heckling at the 

ands of these rough men, and had to 
retire leaving them the field. 

The little village of Cumberland, 
some 50 miles north along the coast, 
is the scene of other coalfields, the 
Dunsmuir Collieries, Limited, owned 
and controlled by the Mackenzie and 
Mann interests. They have also had 
considerable trouble with their em- 
ployes’ from the same cenauses and 
from tho custom of the mine-operators 
in employing Chinese labor uader- 
ground contrary to the Provincial Sta- 


tutes, which has been n source of 
much heart-burning amongst the 
miners, 


A New Inspector. 

Dr. John Waugh, who has been re 
cently appointed by the Ontario Gov- 
ernment chief inspector of public and 
separate schools for the province, is one 
of the foremost educationaists of the 
Dominion, noted for his scholarship and 
ability and his extensive experience in 
school work, having been for many 
years public school inspector in Ontario 
coupty and later and more recently in- 
spector Of continuation closses for the 
province. 

Dr. Waugh comes of good old Svot- 
tish ancestry and was born at lang: 
holm, Dumfrieshire, Scotland, in 1861, 
He came to Canada when a young man 
and was educated at tho Barrie Col- 
legiate Institute and the St. Catharine's 
Collegiate, the Ottawa Normal School, 
and Toronto University, being the Mu- 
lock scholar in classics and the first

The Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
had its origin in Jerusalem and Acre 
as an international lay confraternity 
for the relief of crusaders. In 1798 the 
order was expelled from Multa where 
it had later become established. 

After its expulsion from Malta, what 
is now known as the Grand Priory of 
the Order of St. John of Jerusalem 
in England was reconstituted, with the 
ancient gate house in Clerkenwell, 
England, and what remains of the 
ancient pricry of St, John, as its chan- 
cery. A royal charter was granted to 
this reconstituted British order in 1888 
by Queen Victoria, ond the first grand 
priors wero King Edward VII. and the 
present sovereign, while Princess -of

The Fear of Drake. 

A writer in the London Chronicle 
srys: ‘‘No public monument is needed 
to keep alive among Mexicans the mem- 
ory of Sir Francis Drake’s exploits in 
Central and South America, Travel- 
ling in Mexico in 1904, Mr. Edward 
Smith records that he ‘‘heard a wo- 
man calming a tempestuous child by 
soying, ‘Ahi viene Drake!’ (Here 
comes Drake!)
